Speculation Wa* Active During the 
W eek—Sales of Wool Large in 
View of Possible Passage of New 
Tariff Bill—The Failures As They 
Are Reported. 


New York, Jan. ll.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The new year begins with such un­ 
certainty that business is somewhat re­ 
tarded. 
The proposed 
sale of bonds 
offers ground for confidence in the fu­ 
ture, but no one is able to determine 
what its earliest effects may be in the 
money market, and for the time it is 
a cause of hesitation more than hope­ 
fulness. 
“Speculation in products has not been 
active. Cotton is unchanged, although 
the receipts for the week have not been 
very large, but some slackening ap­ 
pears in the foreign demand. Wheat is 
about I cent higher, and corn the same, 
without distinct reason in either case, 
for the government report, tardily con­ 
forming to commercial 
estimates of 
some months ago, did not command 
great confidence. 
Wheat receipts at 
Western points were almost double last 
year’s, 2,550,702 bushels, against 1,305,- 
704 last year, but Atlantic exports were 
a little larger than last year, flour in­ 
cluded, 2,337,936 bushels, against 2,010,- 
70C a year ago. Corn receipts are about 
a quarter larger than last year, while 
Atlantic exports are about four times 
as large. 
“The industrial situation has not ma­ 
terially changed. There is much hesi­ 
tation in the iron business, with some 
advance in Bessemer pig, because of the 
expectation that Connellsville coke and 
ake ore will both be dearer, and yet 
finished products of iron and steel are, 
on the whole, quoted a little lower, and 
the nail association Is still in session to 
determine whether it will abandon the 
effort to maintain a fixed price. That 
branch of business is extremely slow, 
nothing is doing in rails, and while 
there is a rather 
better demand for 
sheets and plates, and several good or­ 
ders are reported for structural works, 
angles are quoted a shade lower. Every­ 
thing turns on the contracts for ore, 
which are still unsettled, but the great 
excess in production of pig iron over 
the present demand is no longer denied, 
and it is expected that quite a number 
of the furnaces will presently discon­ 
tinue production.

London, Jan. ll.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph has a dispatch from Berlin which 
says: 
“On Wednesday a special mes­ 
senger brought an autograph 
letter 
from the queen to the emperor, whose 
reply is by now in the queen’s hands. 
It is believed that the emperor con­ 
firms the assurance already given by 
his responsible ministers that he had 
no intention of casting a slur upon Great 
Britain’s dignity. The Anglo-German 
campaign will now, it is hoped, be ter­ 
minated by an honorable truce.** 
The Times publishes an editorial in 
which it highly compliments Secretary 
Chamberlain upon his strong, just and 
wise policy in a difficult crisic With 
reference to President Krueger’s con­ 
tinued holding of Dr. Jameson the 
Times says: “It will not be reasonable 
for the Boers to push their pretensions 
too far.’* 
With regard to Germany’s attitude 
this paper says: “If all of the outcry 
is meaningless we are well content to 
have been roundly abused. The warn­ 
ing has proved a useful object lesson, 
showing Great Britain is united and is 
prepared to defend her interests.’*

E. W. McFarland Fatally Shot by

Boone, Iowa, Jan. ll.—Because he be­ 
lieved E. W. McFarland had led his 
daughter astray. Stanhope Royster shot 
McFarland five times Friday morning, 
inflicting fatal wounds. The only rea­ 
son Royster did not shoot longer was 
that his pistol was empty.

Ville. 
Rev. Mr. W ingate's letter was 
published in The Minneapolis Journal 
I t was written from Turkey-In-Asia 
and said that up to the tim e of writ­ 
ing, Cesarea had escaped rioting, anc 
it was hoped that there would be none

Thus the American escaped harm, 
B ad was able to secrete some sixty 
people, 
who came fleeing over the 
housetops. 
About sunset the scene 
became less bloody, but the soldiers 
w ere very dilatory in preserving the 
peace and protecting the people. After 
sunset the governm ent made an hon­ 
est effort to quell the mob and did so.

next morning, however, 
the 
trouble again broke out.

T he barbarity exhibited, the letter

"Our safety” the letter continues, 
''depends upon the continued presence 
o f the troops.

tion is overwhelm ing in numbers, and

L’lllustrazione, and the father talked 
at some length of his captivity. 
The 
priest was found at table with his old 
mother, his sister, another priest, and 
a young man. 
He is described as a 
sun-burned man with vivid black eyes 
and a look of alertness and courage. He 
believes that Italy is to derive benefit 
from her costly African possessions, and 
that the dervishes have been weakened 
by dissension and famine, besides be­ 
ing afraid of Italian arms after recent 
victories. When asked whether he had 
personally known the Mahdi, 
Father 
Bonomi s answer with a 
laugh 
was 
**Yes, my friend, perforce.” 
Father Bonomi’s view of the Mahdi 
Is fresh and instructive. 
The father 
was captured with several other mis­ 
sionaries by a company of dervishes 
five days’ journey from El Obeid. They 
were not maltreated, but merely forced 
to accompany their captors. 
Two sis­ 
ters and one missionary died on the 
•ay, as much from fear as aught else. 
. be others having be«n taken to El 
Obeid, which the Soudanese had taken, 
were set free and left to earn their liv­ 
ing by labor. 
The prisoners occupied 
a hot, and the men set themselves to 
earn something by repairing arms and 
utensils, while the sister attended to 
the household duties. 
El Obeid then 
contained 
about 
60,000 
inhabitants, 
sheltered in huts of a single 
story, 
roughly made of clay dried in the sun 
and bedaubed without so that water 
might not filter through. The city in­ 
cluded fields and gardens, and wras of 
great compass, so that one might not 
go round it in a day. It was traversed 
by ample and regular streets. 
The people did not trouble themselves 
about the prisoners, but the Mahdi as­ 
sumed with them, after his custom, the 
pomp of an affected humility. He came 
from his hut at dawn, miserably clad 
in a patched shirt, and said his prayers 
In the presence of two or three thousand 


"Surely, 
surely,” 
answered 
the 
guests, ‘‘we do well.” 
All this, according to Father Bonomi, 
was mere pretence. The Mahdi in secret 
abandoned himself to every imaginable 
excess, and his death was due to this. 
When asked whether the Mahdi had 
nothing extraordinary in body or mind 
to account for his mastery of men, tho 
father replied that he was a 
great 
knave and had the good luck to seize 
the right moment. Graver revolts than 
that of the Mahdists have been put 
down 
with 
little' force, but 
when 
flfahdism arose 
Egypt was troubled 
with Arabi Pasha, and by the war with 
England, and besides the Egyptian gov­ 
ernors in the Soudan had incurred the 
enmity of the people.

Bonomi sit near him, and repeated to 
the crowd passages from the Koran or 
read to them from books recording tho 
deeds of Mohammed or Omar.

were there parables or flowers of rhet­ 
oric. He frequently turned to ask the 
lather’s approval of tho matter of the 
discourse, but the father s usual an­ 
swer was that he did not understand 
It. 
No more did the people, in 
the 
father’s opinion. It would be as effec­ 
tive to read Dante to ignorant peas­ 
ants. 
Sometimes when the discourse 
had to do with larger morals the father 
approved in answer to the Mahdi’s in­ 
quiries, and then the latter would turn 
In triumph to the people and say: 
"You see; he says it is well.” 
When. the speaking or reading was 
at an end some one in the crowd would 
leap to the front, and with his arms 
in air begin to cry: 
“Seiedi! Seiedi!” 
(My Lord, 
my 
Lord.) 
“What is it?” the Mahdi would de­ 
mand, and then the man would set 
forth his case. It was a beast stolen, 
an inheritance snatched, or an injury 
leeeived. Then the Mahdi, having lis­ 
tened, "would turn to those standing 
about and ask whether the judgment 
should be thus. 
The 
Mahdi’s 
sug­ 
gestion was always approved. 
The Mahdi at noon had his food car­ 
ried outside his hut, and then he with­ 
drew behind a hedge to eat, inviting 
;-6me persons to join him. The father 
attended these feasts 
somewhat 
un­ 
willingly. Everything was eaten with 
the fingers, and if the Mahdi found a 
line piece of meat in the stew he fre­ 
quently fished it out with his fingers 
and graciously offered it to the father. 
The discourse at meals especially be­ 
loved by the Mahdi was the praise of 
simplicity. 
“See.” he would say, “the Turks need 
carpets cushions and delicate viands. 
We need none of these; we sit upon the 
earth, cat a little simple food, and are
